in Italy WM abolished 
today by a 


'sweeping banking reform, passed by 
the council of ministers In a eesslon 
at which Premier Muesoliul declarec 
anew Fascism's deflance of Leagu 
of Nation* sanctions. 


The cabinet ordered the four big 


test banks of Italy—The Bank o 
Italy, the Banca Commerdale Ital 
lana, Credito Italiana and Banco d 
Roma—declared public banka. 


The ministers also confirmed 


public bank status for a numbe'r o 
other important banks, Including the 
Banco da Napoll, Banco de Slcllia 
and Banco Natlonale del Lavoro. 


The strength of the Bank of Italy 


was reduced to a 
capitalization of 


300,000,000 lire 
(about $24,000- 


000), to be subscribed 
to oy the 


public banks.
